The Amusing Stories He Told the 
North Carevlina Farmers.

Vance, of North Carolina, visit- 
ed the fair of the Roanoke and Tar 
River agricultural seciety, at Weldon, 
N. C:, on the 24th last, and delivered 
the address, which proved to be more 
lively in its character than such address: 
es usually are. A correspoadent of the 
Petersburg, ( Va.) Index writes: “Gov. 
Vance sat with his head leaning in his 
hand during the introduction,seeming- 
ly in a most uw editative mood,and upon 
commencing his remarks, alluded to 
the difficulty of addressing an agricul- 
tural society, and invoked the inten- 
tion of.those present, saying that he 
would only detain them a short while, 
say about four hours. He said he knew 
but little about agriculture, all bis ob~} 
servations having been made from the 
outside of the fence, and that if he fail- 
ed to acquit himselfinacreditable way 
the committee, and not himself, were 

o blame. The yovernor paid Halifax 
a viowiny tribute, and in this, connec~ 
tion told of a New Orleans man who 
died and left the seventh article in his 
will as follows: ‘Whereas, it seems that 
my son John seems inclined to play 
poker, which is a dangerous game to 
tinke: with unless you know what you 
are doing; therefore 1 leaye my son 


‘John $10,000 that he may go to Hali- 


fax, N. C., and learn how to play the 
yame.’ He said it was the same county

THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. |

“We have not received a full list» of 
the standing committees appointed by 
Speaker Randail on Monday ; and we 
prefer to await the arrival of such a list 
before we undertake to say how “Our 
Nine” have been treated. It is known 
bowever that Georgia gets two chair- 


and grounds, and of coinage, 
weights and measures. Out of thirty 
six of the more important chairman- 
ships, the south gets twenty-three. 
New York gets five, but New England 
does not get one. Tennessee and Mis- 
souri do better than any other two 
southern states. 
The ways and means comwittee has 
a majority of free-traders, tut no ma- 
terial change in the tariff need be ex- 
pected. It is said thata majority of 
the committee are in favor of a repeal 
of the tax on the banks and deposits, 
but po such bill can pass the house. 
Mr. Harris, of the Columbus district, 
is a member of this jeading committee: 
The banking and currency commit- 
tee have already decided to report a 
bill to repeal the resumption act. The 
vote was seven to four. The four were 
undoubtedly Megsrs. Hardenbergh, of 
New York, Hart, of New York, Chit- 
tenden, of New York, and Eames, of 
Rhode Island. A _ bill to temonetize 
silver will doubtless follow without 
tidch delay. Mr. Bell is a member of 
this committee, 

The selection of Mr. Atkins, of Ten~ 
nessee, for the head of the appropria- 
tions committee, is generally commend- 
ed. He was entitled to it by promo- 
tion. Mr. Blount is the second’ mem- 
ber of the committee, and will doubt 
less have to take a laboring oar as he 
did last session. 

Oi the thirteen members of the com- 
mittee on the Pacitic railroad, eight are 
said to be favorable to government aid. 
If Governor Throckmorton becomes 
the chairman of the committee, the 
subsidy bil! stands a chance to get be- 
tore the house, It will die there, how- 
ever. 

Mr. Randali has certainly used his 
otticial power to strike at his opponents. 
Mr. Goode is assigned the chairman- 
ship of the committee on education 
and labor—a place of no impor- 
tance. Neither Mr. Saylor nor 
Mr. Morrison is placed at the 
head of a committee. Mr. Cox [comes 
down from the head of the banking 
and currency committee to that of the 
library committee. So, too, with 
Messrs. Blackburn, Hunton, Ellis and 
Walker. He has rewarded his friends 
and punished his enemies. This is 
very natural, but in Mr. Randall’s case 
very shortsighted. He has a great 
career before him, and vindictiveness 
under the circumstances was both 
wrong and impolitic.

GENERAL FORREST. 
General Nathaniel Bedford Forrest, 
whose death occurred in Memphis on 
the 29th ult., was born in Bedford 
county in 1821, and was, consequently, 
fifty-seven years old. Atthe beginning 
of the war between the states, he was 
engaged in planting cotton in Mississip- 
pi. He gave this up, bowever, went to 
Memphis and enlisted as a private in 
White’s cavalry. Shortly afterwards 
he was requested by General Polk and 
Governor Harris to raise a regiment 
of cavalry, and from this time 
forward his record wasa _ brilliant one. 
What Semmes was to the southern 
navy, Forrest was to the southern 
cavalry. His campaigns were so suc- 
cessful, his movements vo rapid and 
timely, his plans involved so much 
that was dashing and daring, that 
they seem to have been the inspira- 
tions of genius rather than the calcula- 
tions of a military man. If bis fame as 
a cavalry leader. is inferior to 
that of Stuart, it is because there has 
been no pen to embalm his deede and 
his endeavors; no patriot hand to weave 
about his campaigns the pleasing gar- 
lands of romance—because, in brief, 
he had no John Esten Cooke. In 
everything that goes to make up the 
great cavalryman, Forrest was the peer 
of any that made a name on either 
side. From the private’ ranks) 
he rose to be a lieutenant gen-~ 
eral in the Confederate army, and 
his golden spurs were won on many a 
hard fought battle-field. Since the war 
General Forrest has been engaged in 
the work of developing the natural‘and 
material resources Of Tennessee. No 
eulogy is necessary to perpetuate his 
fasne er his memorv. These are held 
sacred by the people in whose cause 
he fought and in whose behalf his 
wonderful campaigns were made.

| In the death of. Ed win Adams, the 


actor, the American stage has lost one 
of its most brilliant representatives, 
and the profession one of its most pop- 
ular and conscientious members. Ed- 
win Adams was born in Medford,Mass., 
in 1834, and was distinguished, even at 
school, for his brilliant elocution and 
his rare powers of mimicry. He began 
life as a clerk in a store, but 
the business was uncongenial, and he 
shortly secured a position as supernu- 
merary in the national theatre. He 
rose rapidly in his profession and made 
friends and money wherever he went: 
The former he clung to with an affec- 
tion as tender and as true ss that of a 
woman, while the latter he threwaway 
with a lavish hand. Hischarities were 
munificent, and his purse was always 
open to appeals from every quarter. 
Nearly four years ago, he w .s8 troubled 
with an affection of the throat whieh 
ultimately reached hig 'uugs and cul- 
mminated in consumption. He never 
gave up, however, until it became evi~ 
dent that the disease was hopeless, and 
even then, when almost t,o weak to 
talk, he would insist ypon joining the 
social reunions af his friends.

is Opinion of the Presidential 
Fraud. 

Mr. Tilden was serenaded in New 
York on the occasion of his retur.. from 
Kurope, and is the course of his re- 
marks responsive thereto, said : 

Mr. Tilden.—The increase of power 
in the federal government during the 
last twenty years, the creation of a vast 
otfice-holding class, with its numerous 
dependents, and the growth of the 
means of ccrrupt influence, have well 
nigh destroyed the balance of our com. 
plex system .It was my judgment in 
1876 that public opinion demanded a 
change of administration, needed to 
embrace two-thirds of the people at the 
beginning of the canvass, in order to 
cast a majority of the votes at the elec- 
tion. If this tendency is not arrested 
its inevitable result will be the prac ix 
cal destruction of our system. Let the 
federal government grasp power oyer 
the great corporations of our country 
and acquire the means of addressing 
their interests and their fears; let it 
t: ke jurisdiction of riots which it is the 
duty of the state to suppress; let it 
hod pretects for increasing the army, 
and soon those in possession of the 
government will have a power with 
which no opposition can successfully 
compete. (Applause. ) The expe~ 
rience of France under the third Na- 
poleon shows that, with elective forms 
and universal suffrage, despotism can 
be  esiablished and maintained. 
In the Can Vass of 1876, 
the federal goverument embarked 
in the contest with unscrupulous ac- 
tivity. A member of the cabinet was 
the head of a partisan committee. 
Agents stood at the doors of the pay 
offices to exact contribuuons from offi- 
cial subordinates The whole office- 
holding class were made to exhaust 
their power. Even tae army, for the 
first time, to the disgust of the soldiers 
and many of the othcers, was moved 
about the country as an electioneering 
instrument. All this was done under 
the eye Of the beneficiary of it, who 
was making the air vocal with profes- 
sions of civil service reform, to be be- 
gun after he had himself exhausted all 
the immoral advantages of civil service 
abuses. Public opinion in some states 
was overborne by corrupt influences 
and by fraud. But so strong was the 
desire for reform that the democratic 
candidates received 4,300,000 suffrages. 
This was a majority of the popu'ar vote 
of about 300000, and of 1,250,000 of 
the white citizens. It was a vote 700,- 
000 larger than General Grant received 
in 1872, and 1,300,000 larger than he 
received in 1868 For all that, the 
rightfully elected candidates of the 
democratic party were counied out,and 
a great fraud triumphed, which the 
American people bave not condoned 
and never will condone. (Prolonged 
applaase and cheers.) Yes, the crime 
will never be condoned, and it never 
should be. 1 do not denounce the fraud 
as ailecting my personal interests, but 
because it stabbed the very foundations 
of free government. [Loud cheers. ] 
I swear in the presence Ol 
you all, and J call upon you to bear 
witness tothe oath,to wateh, during 
the remainder of my life,over the rights 
of the citizens of our country with a 
jealous care. Sucha usurpation must 
neyer occur again, and | cail upon you 
to unite with mein the defense of our 
secred and precious inheritance. The 
government of the people must not be 
suffered to become only an empty 
hame, (Loud applause.) The step 
from an extreme degree of corrupt 
abuses in the elections to a subversion 
of the elective system itself is natural. 
No sooner was the election over than 
the whole power of the office-holding 
class, ‘ed Ly acgbinet minister, was ex- 
éried Lo procure, and did procure, from 
the state canvassers of two states ille- 
gal and fraudulent certificates, which 
were made a pretext for a false count 
of the electoral votes.

plaimants excepted and broughijtbe case 
here for review. ‘The section ol the 
code before cited deciares that “no 
cause shall be carried to the supreme 
court upon any bill of exceptions, s0 
long as the same is pending in the court 
below, unless the decision or judgment 
complained of, if it had been rendered 
as ciaimed by the plaintiff in error, 
would have been a final disposition o!

1. A corporation engaged in the bus- 
iness of making and repairing machi- 
nervy was entitled to the lien of a ma- 
chinist, under section 1966 of Irwin’s 
code, the same as natural person so 
engaged. 

2. When the property subject to a 
duly recorded machinists’ lien was sold 
under legal process before any suit was 
brought to enforce the lien and before 
the time for suit had expired, the lien 
attached upon the proceeds of the sale 
in the hands of the officer. Irwin’s 
code, sections 1961, 1962. Any wri'ing 
importing an assertion of the lien, which 
came tothe hands of the oflicer at or 
before the sales, was a sufficient notice 
to hold up the money, ii the purpose of 
a more regular and direct notice was 
accomplished, and if tte lien was af 
terwards, while the money was: in 
court, urged as a claim upon the fund. 

3 A machinist whose lien has not 
been established by regular judgment 
must, in asserting bis lien upon the 
fund, prove all the facis requisite to 
the existence of the lien which he as- 
serts. His lien will be recognized for 
only 80 much of his claim as he mani- 
fests to be within the law. Where 
some of the claims is a running ac~ 
count, and the rest is no part of the 
account, and, so far as appears, never 
was, but is covered by an accepted 
drait, payable to the order of a third 
person, the two matters are, prima facie, 
separate, and each complete in itself. 
A record of the lien in time for the one 
may be too late for the other. 

4. Construction, or original farnish- 
ing and fitting up, being distinct in its 
nature from subsequent repairs, the 
law, in the absence of evidence to the 
contrary, will presume that it took 
place under a distinct engagement. 

5. Where a machinist merely man - 
ufactured or sold materials for repair- 
ing machinery, and did not concern 
himself with uniting the materials to 
the machinery, he was not entitled to 
a lien for the price, under section 1966 
of Irwin’s Code. Nor was he entitled 
to such lien for repairs made at his 
shop on detached parts of machinery 
brought there to be mended, if he did 
not detach nor restore them to poaition. 
These propositions might not hold 
good, if there was a general contract 
for keeping the machinery in repair for 
some period of time, aad the sales and 
labor were in part execution-of that 
contract, 

6. On a motion to distribute money, 
where several independent claimants 
com pete for the fund, and the whole is 
awarded toone, some of the defeated 
claimants may moOye for a new trial 
without making the others parties to 
their motion. The successful claimant 
and the custodian of the fund are the 
Only necessary parties besides the moy- 
ants themselves.

THE RAT-CATCHER. 


HOW THE P&OFESAIONAL PEOPLE 
TaK#H IN THE KODENT. 

A Kind of Rat “ Boulevard ”—Rash- 
ing Them Up the Elevator—Throw- 
ime the ~~ Dead Light ” ow Them—A 
thing that Atiaata Needs. 


Atlanta rats form a distinctive feature 
of her citizenry. 

We have published several articles concerning 
them, which have gune over the whole country, 
and carried Atianta’s name into climes where 
she was hitherto unheard of. We have been 
deluged with samples of rat poison with newly- 
patented rat traps, with intricate plans 
for catching rate, and with various treatises on 
the rat. The best thing that we i.ave seen, 
however, ou the subject is from the Giobe- 
Democrat of St. Louis, where a fierce rat war is 
raging. There are several professional ‘at 
catchers in that city, ame of whom must be 
brought to Atlanta before very long to rid us of 
our pests. The Globe-Democrat says: 

It isa fact, though oue not generally known, 
that at all times there have been men who made 
a liying by rat-catching, the intelligence of the 
human being 80 brought to bear on the pursuit 
that one man, unaided, can in a singie night 
produce more resuite than the combined in- 
atinct-guided efforts of a hundred of the natur- 
al enemies of the rodent—dogs aud cals, 

A Globe Democrat reporter accom panied Cos- 
worl 
eaten hotel, which was fairly alive witb rats 
The arrival was made afte: midnight. Silently 
and cautiously the rookery was examined until 
the circuit rum by the rats was determined 
Rats iu a building are as the inhabilantsol a 
city or the inmintes of a large building. Certain 
holes in floors and wainscoting, drain pipes, 
dark halls, paseages in the walis, elc., are to the 
rats what streets in the city are fo pedestrians. 
and hallways in buildings tothe inmates. Just 
as one ayenue, by reason of superior width or 
light, is raised by people to the dignity ofa 
promenade, or as some alley way, by reason of 
beiug a short cul betweeu two points, is madea 
thuroughfare, is a drain p pe, a uoisome hall- 
way, Or a bole in the floor putin constant and 
general use by the rats. 

BELLING THE KAT. 

Well, on the occasion referred to Costello 
jooked around and fuupd that a dumb waiteror 
band elevator, leading {rom the basementof the 
building upwards, was the buulevard, the maiu 
street as it were, of this ratcolouy. He laid for 
a rataud caught him Asmall bell was tied 
about the captive’s neck by meaus of a ribbon, 
aud then the rodent was released. It was ofi 
likeaflash Minutes passed by without results 
At last the skurrying of rats th*ough the wails 
and the upper passages of the house was heard, 
It gradually increased. The principle the rat 
catcher worked on was that the bell would scare 
the rat. His terror would communicate to his 
fellows and they in turn would fice before him 
as irom a pestilence. He had walculated cor- 
rectly. The noise became like that of the rat- 
tliug of a heavy rain. The bright-eyed vermin 
shrieked and squealed as they fi*d in their ter 
ror. The reporter and Costelio stood in a small 
room—the elevator ended in it. There was a 
rattling noise in the elevator. The room was 
darker than an Egyptian night. The noise in- 
creased and pervaded ihe room. Then the re- 
porter realized that

ina myriad. Hecouid hear their squealing, and 
at lust Could observe the phosphurcscent gieaim 
of their ey:s. They crawled over his feet. The 
perspiration stood op him in drops and bis hair 
raised, He lost a year’s growth right then. ‘'No 
danger; keep still; don’t move, and they won't 
bite you,”’ said Costello, The reporter groaued 
in terror. Costello then lit a lamp. The floor 
was covered with the rodents.

Another mode in vogue by some rat catchers 
is the anvintmenut with a preparation, the 
component parts of which is a secret zealously 
guarded. The odor giyen out by the prepara- 
Lion possesses aD attraction to the other rats, 
who follow the aoointed one in numbers and 
with persistency. Other rat catchers who do 
not possess the secret of this preparatiou use a 
simpier mixture which merely has the effect of 
palning und scering the animal to such a de- 
gree as to force him into 

A KAPID AND UNREASONING FLIGHT, 

with the same effect upoo his Culipanions asi 
produced by the bell, as first described. Then 
another plan adopted by the rat-caicher em- 
braces the use of the ferret, the miost releutless 
and deadly enemy of the rat that nature pro 
duces The use of the ferret involves the 
kauoOwledze of a peculiar fact, aud that is that 
rats, in the matter of holes, have their exits and 
entrances, This is the Case with prairie dogs, 
moles, and other animals that burrow ‘aud live 
beneath the surface of things. Some holes are 
used by rats as entrances to their habitations 
and resorts—others as exite. This is an impera- 
tive fact, and having once estabtished the fact 
that some particular hole is used for either one 
of the purposes, time spent for watching for a 
reversion of the use would not be le.t. Whea 
the ferret is used, the rat-catcher gves to the 
top of the builuing and finds anent'rauce. He 
then descends to the lower floor, and estab 
lishes the exits. The ferret is sent into one of 
the entrances, The rat-catcher (ies in wait at 
one of the ealte. The rats

The rat catcher, witha pair of tongs, picks 
them up as they emerge; they are then place 1 
in a bag and in the course of eveuts develop in 
the rat pit. :

The night hadi worn well on when the re- 
porter called at the rat-catciier’s place of busi- 
ness, and shortly before midnight the start was 
made. There were twoof the operators Oue 
carried a Coarse gunony-sbag, two pairs of felt 
s'ippers, two pairs of tongs, consiructed on the 
plan of scissors, and a buli’s-eye lantern The 
guests of the hotel had retired, and silence pre- 
Vailed throughout the building. The proprietor 
led the way to the darkened kitchen. The noise 
made in eutering disturbed som rats in their 
midnight gambols, but for an iustant. “Take 
off your shoes,”’ said Toner to the reporter. He 
and his assistant did the same, and 4ouned the 
slippers. The bull’s-eye lantern was lit, the 
filckering gas in the kitchen turned out. **Make 
no noise,”’ said Toner. All three were still 
Tue rats began tleir play among a pile of 
dishes, whicn rattled loudly.

At three o'clock all were invited to meet at 
Market wharf, for the purpose of a trip to points 
of interest in the harbor. The steamer dt. 
Helena had been chartered by the representa- 
tives of the local railroad companies. in going 
to the wherf the excursionists passed through 
Charleston’s admirable market, and those that 
came from the northern states—three-fourths of 
the entire number—had an opportunity to view 
at close range scores of buzzards— Coarleston’s 
pets and scavengers. The-streets about the 
market house are their favorite feeding ground. 

On board the boat there was solid comfort—no 
dust, no cinders, no ratUing of wheels, but 
plenty of seats, plenty of fresh air, and plenty 
ofscenery.

RECKLESS CAPTAIN RHODES. 


Diving Head Foremost Over a Sev- 
enty Foot fall. 
Hornelisvilie (N. Y.) Herald. 
The trais arnved at Portage at 11 a. 
m., and it was announced by Captain 
Khodes that he would dive over the 
falsat3 p.m. At the stipulated time 
Captain Rhodes appeared at the falls, 
the captain being clad in his favorite 
suit. While Mr. Metcalf, the civil 
engineer of the bridge, was ‘testing the 
depth of the water preparatory to the 
captain’s descent, train No. 9 came 
along, and Captain Rhodes, desiring to 
vive the passengers the benefit of a 
sight as a complimentary, dove from 
.e highest point of the rocks into the 
unfathomed deep, seventy feet below. 
before Mr. Metcalf could test its depth. 

The captain’s aim was to clear the 
rocky cliff by at least fifteen feet, but 
the height being twice what he judged 
it to be, the line of descent brought 
him within four feet of the edge of the 
seemingly perpendicular ledge. The 
captain struck the water like a dart, 
head foremost, — after going down 
about twelye feet, both his hands 
atruck a anna rock, which glanced 
him into deeper water; by the te 
change of his course on striking the 
dmooth rock, it caused a snap in his 
back, which he did not seem to notice 
ut the time. Hus wife was ready on the 
ledge below the falis. He swam with 
her into the cauon of wild water, and 
after enjoying (?) a ride in the icy water 
for a few minutes, she was safely landed 
on shore without her head or shoulders 
being wet, which proved conclusively 
that the captain’s company would be 
desirable in a case of marine disaster. 

After coming out of the water, 
Rhodes ascended the embankment 
and walked alone to the Cascade house, 
where every attention was paid him- 
self and lady by Mr. Williams. Capt. 
Rhodes and lady took the evening 
train for this place, and since then 
have beeu stopping at the Osboro 
house. On _ retiring Saturday night, 
Capt. Rhodes did not feel that he had 
sustained any material injury, but on 
awaking in the morning he found that 
he was unable to turn himself over in 
bed, but by thorough rubbing and a 
spirit bath he was able to get up at 2 
p.m.

M, Thiers, it is well known, always 
took great pains with his speeches, 
which were studied even to the last re- 
tinement of phrase and coloring.

He was most 
dex’ erous in speech ; there were tact 
aud finesse in the wit that once ina 
while sparkled forth, aud he was al- 
most financially precise in the accu- 
racy of his figures and statement ol 
facts; but was not master of the art, in 
which Giadstone facile princeps among 
recent statesmen, of miking figures el- 
oyuent.—[ George M. Towle; Scribner 
ior November.
